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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendment, filed December 9, 2005, to the specification, has not 
been entered. The amendment attempts to amend paragraph 53, line 8, by replacing 
"174" with "176". However, "174" does not appear in paragraph 53, and as such, the 
above amendment on the surface is meaningless. However, upon closer review, 
examiner has determined that element 174 refers to an input (as in paragraph 51 , line 
5), while element 176 refers to an output (as in paragraph 51, line 8). However, line 12, 
of the specification refers to "output 174". Therefore, examiner concludes that the 
applicant filed the above attempted amendment erroneously, with the intended 
amendment being to instead replace "174" with "176" in line 12 of paragraph 54, and not 
in line 8 of paragraph 53. As such, an examiner's amendment to the specification 
detailing said intended amendment is set forth below. Furthermore, paragraph 53 of the 
specification remains in its original, non-amended, form.
